COLOSSAL GAME OF BLUFF. 


A Denver Victim Furnishes an Example of 
Their Fleecing Methods. : 

The ease with which the National Capital, 
Savings, Building, and Loan Society fleeced 
its victims is shown in the case of William H. 
MeAloney of Denver. 

The scheme of the concern was to admit 
stockholders at an admission fee of $1 per 
share and 50 cents per share thereafter month- 
ly until they were paid for at $100. No one 
but a stockholder could borrow money from 
the concern, and loans could be had on 
shares to the extent of 80 per cent of their 
value. Any stockholder could withdraw his 
money by giving notice of thirty days. 

Mr. McAloney, wishing to borrow money 
from the society, bought thirty shares Oct. 1, 
1890, obtaining his certificate signed by Al- 
fred Downing, President, and William H. 
Mortimer, Secretary. He made his payments 


‘and received receipts for the same in due torm 


Dec. 15, 1890. Mr. McAloney grew suspicious 
of the concern, because he ve due notice 
that he wished to withdraw what he 
had paid in, $85. He wrote to the so- 
ciety demanding his money and re- 
ceived a lausible reply to the effect 
that his application had been placed on file, 
but that owing to closeness of money in the 
East investments in building and loan stock 
had decreased, and the National Capital Sav- 
i Building, and Loan Society would be 
able to settle soon, when business grew 
brisker.

years, has controlled the policy and dictated 


the course of one of the great and influential 


journals of New York City. 

The first died in his seventy-second and the 
last in his eightieth year, but the younger 
of the two had won a high reputation at a 
time when his senior was hardly known out- 
side of the State in which he had settled. Mr. 
Lowell was the best equipped for the race of 
life. He sprang from one of the able families 
of Massachusetts. He had the best procura- 
ble education of hisday. Mr. Jones was the 
son of a Welsh farmer who had migrated to 
this country and settled in Vermont. His only 
opportunities for learning were at the village 
school and academy. Harvard was not for 
him. He was never well educated. First an 


‘errand boy in a country store, he found his 


way finally to New York, met his old friend 
Horace Greeley, for atime had charge of the 
business office of the Tribune, was then the 
head of a news agency and banker, and finally 
began the publication of the Times with Hen- 
ry J. Raymond in 1851. Mr. Jones was pub- 
Until 1869, 
when the latter died, Mr. Jones was hardly 
known outside of business circles. The out- 
side world associated Raymond’s name with 


the Times and not that of Jones, though the |- 


latter showed in his sphere marked business 
ability. 

During 184648 Mr. Lowell had begun and 
ended the Biglow Papers and had become 
famous. He had written poetry before that, 
but it was of the sort which wins slow recog- 
nition for the one who writes it. When he 
graduated he had scoffed at abolitionism and 
other isms. A few years later he had become 
an anti-slavery man, and he held firmly to 
those principles while slavery lasted. Turn- 
ing from poetry to literary criticism he won 
glory there. The possessor of a sound judg- 
ment and a perfect style, he added to the 
prose treasures of literature. While keenly 
interested in politics and performing the du- 
ties of a good citizen he never ran for office,”’ 
the only elective position he ever held being that 


of Presidential Elector. It was not on ac- 


count of any political pull, therefore, but 
simply because of his special qualifications 
that he was sent as Foreign Minister first to 
Spain and then to England. In the latter 
place he was no unworthy successor of Ever- 
ett, the Adamses, and other illustrious Amer. 
icang who have been sent to the Court of St. 
James. Naturally Mr. Lowell was a conserv- 
ative. The anti-slavery movement, which 
swept him along, appealed more to his imagi- 
nation perhaps than to his reason. As he 
grew older the fervor of earlier days appeared 
to spend its force and his innate conservatism 
reasserted itself, and he turned to mugwump- 
ery. 

In 1869 Mr. Jones became the sole control- 
ler of the Times, and from that time to the 
day of his death managed that paper with 
ability which showed that he was a good 
judge of news as well as a good publisher. 
When the evidence of Tweed’s frauds was laid 
before him he printed it in spite of the colossal 
bribe of $5,000,000 offered by Tweed’s confed- 
erate, Connolly, for its suppression, and thus 
secured for his paper the greatest advertise- 
ment it ever received. Mr. Janes was a Re-

Mr. Jones devoted his life to the buildingup 
of a great paper, and for many years exerted 
more influence directly on the people than 
Mr. Lowell did. But his newspaper is his 
only monument, and it is difficult to say how 
long he himself will be remembered. While 
Mr. Lowell never had that power which is con- 
nected with the autocratic management ot a 
great paper, and never tasted the delight of 
making or unmaking Presidents, he has 
claims on im mortality which Mr. Jones does 
not possess. His monument will be his writ- 
ings, prose and verse, many of which will es- 
eape oblivion, and from which his name can- 
not be disassociated. 


THE GERMANS AND THE M’KINLEY LAW. 

A cable dispatch from Berlin says a visit 
made to several of the important industrial 
centers of Germany to ascertain the rosults of 
the action of the McKinley law, which has 
been in force for ten months, shows it has had 
a “paralyzing effect” on some industries, 
while others, the products of which have had 
the duties increased quite as much, have not 
suffered. 

According to this dispatch the place which 
has been affected the most is Chemnitz, a 
Saxon town, one of whose chief industries ig 
cotton-spinning. Of the cotton hosiery im- 
ported the great bulk comes from Germany. 
The McKinley law increased the duties on 
these goods heavily. The old rate was 40 per 
cent. The new one on the better grades is 40 
per cent, and 75 cents or a dollar per dozen 
pairs. It is not surprising, therefore, that this 
particular branch of trade should be inter- 
fered with. Germany also sends to the 
United States woolen dress goods and knit 
goods, though in nothing like the quantity 
that England does. The higher duties on 
woolens might be expected to check the im- 
portations of those goods, 

While there is undoubted distress in Ger- 


many and little American demand for certain 
classes of goods it is too early +o tell whether 


that state of things will last. It must not be 
forgotten that from the time it became cet 
tain that the McKinley bill would pass Ger- 
man manufacturers and those of other coun- 
tries began rushing in all those products the 
duties on which were to be raised. The result

But Germany prohibite the importation of 
American meats under notoriously false pre- 
tenses; and imposes almost prohibitory duties 
on American breadstuffs. She chooses to pro- 
cluding American competition. This coun- 
try prefers. to protect American workingmen. 
Let each follow its own interest. 

If these Saxon mill industries should not re- 
vive, without assistance, it is easy for the Ger- 
man Government to make them as prosperous 
as they ever were, by the simple expedient of 
repealing or reducing the food taxes, and thus 
enabling the workinginan to buy more with 
his scanty wages of two dollars a week. 
When the effort was making to repeal the 
English corn laws, leading Tory statesmen 
had a great deal to say bout what they called 
the “fallacy of cheap bread and meat.” But 
those laws were repesled, and the workingmen 

got the cheap bread and meat, sent to them 
from all parts of the world, and have pros- 
pered in consequence. No one thing did as 
much for English manufactures. If the Ger- 
man Government is wise it will give its people 
a chance to have enough to eat at fair prices 
by repealing its corn laws and prohibition of 
cheap meat. 

THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT INSTALLMENT 

. PLAN, 

It appears that the Aldermen do not under. 
stand the full force and effect of the special 
assessment installment law passed at the last 
session of the General Assembly. It was in 
force only twenty days when the Council ad- 
journed for the summer vacation, it is true. 
But over 150 improvement ordinances were 
drafted during that time, and only in about a 
dozen instances did the Aldermen have the 
forethought to provide that the payment for 
these improvements should be made under 
the installment plan. A majority of the City 
Fathers were too busy about boodle gas and 
railroad ordinances to give matters of this 
character and immediately affecting their 
constituents any serious attention. That the 

‘man of moderate means would gladly 
avail himself of the easy-payment feature 
of the new law is certain. Mechanics and 
small business-men who want the streets 
paved and sewered have hitherto been de- 
terred from doing so because the tax for these 
purposes had to be paid at once in a lump 
sum. The amount was more than they could 
well stand at one time. But under the new 
law, as explained yesterday in Taz Tarsunz, 
the tax can be extended over a period of five 
years, A fifth of the whole will not be more 
than the ordinary house or lot owner can 
stand in one year. When the law becomes 
thoroughly understood there is nod: dt that 
it will encourage improvement just as the 
easy payment system now encourages invest- 
ment in real estate. The Aldermen should 
study the matter, and it would not be at all 
amiss if the Mayor or the Commussioner of 
Public Works should bring the subject before 
the people, through a communication to the 
Council or in some other suitable way.

ö ru HOLY COAT. 
A party of “pilgrims” from Chicago has 


recently set out fora visit to Trier (the 


French call it Tréves), near Luxemburg, Ger- 
many. The ostensible object was to see “ the 
holy coat of Christ, which is. claimed to be 
preserved in the Catholic cathedral at that 


place, and is shown to the faithful once in a, 


generation. It is to be exhibited forsix weeks, 
beginning Aug. 18, and no doubt will be 
“looked at” reverentially by many thousands 
of superstitious persons gathered from all 
parts of the civilized world. That is, they will 
view what is alleged to be a garment worn by 
the young man Jesus before the descent of the 
dove at his baptism by John conse- 
crated him for the three years of labor 
and suffering described by the four Evan- 
gelists. It is said to have been discovered by 
Helena, the mother of Constantine the Great, 
about 300 years after the crucifixion, but was 
not exposed to the gaze of the faithful till 
1514, two years after it was discovered 
by Pope Julius, the Emperor Maximilian I., 
and numerous civil and ecclesiastical digni- 
taries in a box by tho side of the altar. But 
the sacred relic, thus hidden ina box 1200 
years, if it be one, is encased i in an outer cov- 
ering of gold and purple cloth so that the 
original linen is scarcely recognizable, though, 
say the guide books, it bears to this day the 
marks of blood. Of course the sacred object 
has worked many miracles, and some of these 
are quoted as reasons for the veneration in 
which the relic is held, 

Is it not astonishing that in this enlightened 
age such foolish beliefs can survive? No one 
may say it is impossible for the cloth in ques- 
tion to have formed the outer garment of 
Jesus during the years when he worked as a 
humble carpenter in company with his tather 
Joseph. But its preservation is open to 
enormous doubt. Look at the facts: A little 
less than forty years after the crucifixion 


Jerusalem was destroyed, the walls leveled, 


the dwellings demolished, the temple burned, 
and Mount Moriah literally plowed over, and 
the Jews dispersed. The idea tbat either the 
tunic or the true cross, which also is said to 
have been discovered by Helena, could have 
been preserved through all this is hardly 
tenable when we consider how little that be- 
longed to Shakespeare has been preserved to 
us through comparatively peaceful times and 
no longer lapse of centuries. As a curiosity 
the coat would be really valuable couid, it be 
authenticated, but the difficulties in the way 
of domg that are so great asto be insuperable. 
The first well-founded claim dates back less 
than 400 years, and some twelve centuries 
elapsed between that time and the alleged dis- 
covery by the mother of Constantine, who is 
notorious for her persuasion of her son to be- 
come a Christian, and for finding “reasons” 
sufficient to indadd im to make that faith 
the official one of his empire. 

The existence of such a widespread and igno- 
rant superstition in this so-called enlightened 
age proves that the light of education is not 
yet diffusive. It shines only in spots, its rays 
coming through narrow rifta in the dense 
clouds of ignorance that hang above the 
masses, and it falls'enly on an individual here 
and thete, while some of those who are in the 
sunshine find it to their interest to keep up the 
delusion among the rest. Thore clouds have 
yet to be dissipated, allowing the rank and file 
of the people to see the truth for themselves 
and understand the full (lack of) value of the 
claims kept up by those who ought to know 
better than to foster such wholesale de- 
ception. When not only an individual 
here and there, but the whole world, 
is enlightened no more will be heard of 
impostures as that attending the exhibition of 
“the holy coat, except as they may be re- 
ferred to for illustrations of the means by which 
alleged sensible people were beguiled in former 
days. That tunic, the true cross, pieces of 
which are claimed to be held in several places, 
the handkerchief bearing the imprint of 
Christ’s features, the blood of St. Januarius, 
and numerous other relics will lose their sup- 
posed virtues and identities, and it will be 
discovered that the religion of the future is 
all the purer without them. 

This dispatch shows that the high church 
authorities are ashamed to claim that the vest- 
ment is genuine: 


Lonpon, Aug. 11.—It is stated on high ecclesi- 
astical authority in Germany that there is no ob- 
ligation on Roman Catholics to believe that the 
holy coat of Trdves is a garment that was worn by 
the Savior, everybody being free to form his opin- 
ion on the testimony, The last few days has seen 
a considerable increase in the number of pilgrims 
anxiously awaiting the public exhibition of the 
holy coat. A number of sick people have also ar- 
rived who are anxious to be permitted to touch 
the relic in the hope of being healed. They ex- 
pect a repetition of the miracles which are said to 
have happened on previous occasions of the kind. 


“CLOUD COMPELLING.” 

The first experiment by the government 
rain-makers in Texas is reported to have been 
successful. The explosion of the “ rack-a- 
rock “bombs above the Morris ranch in 
Western Texas was followed by rain over 
about a thousand square miles, the depth in 
some places being stated at two inches. Sup- 
posing the whole appropriation to have been 
exhausted in the initial effort, the expense of 
a good rain was less than a cent and a half 
per acre, which must be conéeded to be “dirt 
cheap.” ‘That not only “looks like success,” 
in the language of ex-Senator Farwell, but the 
result is achieved at so low cost, providing 
there be no mistake about it. 

But is it true that the rain was really caused 
by the bombardment of the skies? One 
swallow does not make a summer,“ and a 
mere coincidence proves nothing. It may 
have been the most copious rain known in 
that region for more than a year, but this is 
well known to have been a season of unusual- 
ly heavy precipitatian in the arid regions west 
of the nitiety-ninth meridian. There has 


been an almost steady stream of moisture.

been ed by the absence of rain. The 
dropping of rain seventeen hours after the ex- 
plosion was not necessarily an effect of which 
that detonation in midair was the cause. Of 
course the case is uot so strong in the neg- 
ative as it would have been if Texas had re- 
mained for weeks after unblessed by a show- 
er, but there is no proof the sequence was not 


accidental.

have traveled from the Hawaiian Islands 
to Egypt but I mever beheld a more beautiful 
sight than the Neyer glacier two miles north 
of Sitka,” said the Commudore while at the 
Palmer last evening. “The glacier is one 
mile wide and over 200 feet high and it throws 
out the most magnificent colors. I have seen 
hundreds of glaciers but none like the Neyer. 

‘Generally the moneter hills of ice are 
dirty and do not contain a delicate tint. Not 
so with the huge mass in Alaska. It is as 
clear as cakes of manufactured ice and con- 
tains the most gorgeous colors. At the base 
the color is a beautifulsapphire blueand at the 
top a snow white. It wasa rough trip to get 
there, but I do not have any regrets for the 
hardships I was compelled to undergo. 

The Neyer Glacier keeps moving all the 
time at the rate of seventy-five feet a day. It 
moves out into the bay where the water is 200 
feet deep and chunks of ice as large as the 
Palmer House frequently break off and float 
away. Sometimes a chunk three times as 
large as the hotel will break away from the 
g , and the sound that is made when the 
crack in the ice takes place is like the report 
of a thousand 8 tired simultaneously. 

The reason the 4 lacier keeps moving out 
into the bay and chunks constantly break 
away is because of the enormous pressure 

the mass. The ice that constantly keeps 
accumulating behind the glacier, which is sit- 
uated in a kind of a ravine a mile wide, weighs

Lottery and Prize Schemes Used to Sell 
Alum and Ammonia Baking Powders, 

A New York concern, manufacturers of an 
ammonia baking powder, boasts that its yearly 
profits are over a million doliars, While per- 
haps none of the makers of alum powders 
individually can show so large earnings, yet 
their profits are enormous. 

A business so profitable will always attract 
to itself those whose greed will cause them to 
utterly disregard the effect their traffic may 
have upon the health or life of others. 

Alun baking powders are introduced largely 
by gifts, prizes, and lottery schemes, A piece 
of glassware or china, a child’s wagon, sled, a 
pewter spoon, or some other article of attract- 
ive appearance, but of small intrinsic value or 
cost, is given with each purchase or a number 
is attached to the can, which entitles the cus- 
tomer to a similarly numbered article or to a 
prize of some kind.

No Confirmation of the Appointment of 
Senator-Hlect Squire Obtainable. 

WasHIneTon, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
President Harrison and Secretary Blaine are 
about the only persons who can clear up the 
mystery which surrounds the Chinese Mission. 
No confirmation can be had here of the pos- 
itive reports telegraphed from Washington 
that the position had been offered Senator 
Squire. The latter was in Washington a day 
or two ago, but the imipression he gave out 
was that his only inter st was in getting the 
President to accept his recommendations. 
Squire has six full years in the Senate, and 
his friends’ say that he is not the kind of a 
man to -give up a full Senatorial term 
and lose his grip on the politics of the new 
State by exiling himself to a foreign mission. 
Still they do not be to know just how he 
teels about it. If he be appointed there is 
nothing in bis record in the Senate at which 
the Chinese Government could take offense, 
but something he has said on 
the Pacific coast, where everybody is 
anti-Chinese, may be dug up. 
In some quarters the policy of making a 
change in mission just now is questioned.
